(d) Sign releases of claims of the United States against private persons for 
damage to or destruction of property of the department, except those claims 
cognizable under the Contract Disputes Act of 1978 (41 U.S.C. 601 et seq. ) . 

(e) [Reserved] 

(f) Responsible for the overall management and operation of the Law Library, 
furnishing complete legal and legislative library services to the Office of the 
General Counsel and the Department. 

(g) Make determinations as to whether employees of the Department may retain 
commercial rights in inventions; prepare patent applications and prosecute the 
same before the Patent Office. 

(h) Represent the Department in formal rulemaking and adjudicatory 
proceedings held in connection with the administration of the Department's 
activities, and decide whether initial decisions of the administrative law 
judges shall be appealed by the Department to the Secretary.
